WINNIPEG, Jan. 27.—The final. 
chapter of an Arctic feud, caused 
by the desire of a white man to 
marry an Eskimo maiden, will be 
written in the barracks of the Royal, 
Canadian Mounted police at Herach- 
ell Island, February 1. On that date 
Alk Omiak and “Eskimo” Teta- 
mangma of the uncililized Copper 
Eskimo tribe of Prince Albert sound 
will be hanged for the killing of 
Corporal Doak of the Mounted, and 
Otto Binder, a trader of Coronation 
Gulf. 

Binder in his quest for the treas- 
ures of the North, met and loved a 
girl who Already was to 
a member of her tribe. :

The death sentence for Omiak 
and Tetamangma aroused indigna- 
tion. many persons declaring the 
time was not yet ripe to try un- 
civilized Eskimos in the same man- 
ner as white men. After reviewing 
the case the Dominion Cabinet de- 
clined to intervene and the execu- 
tion date, first set for December 7, 
was changed to Februray 1.

HUNDREDs OF ACRES 


Between the Oakley well and 
the producers to the west are 
hundreds of acres on which no 
drilling has yet been started. Vir- 
tually all the land on the south 
side of Redondo-Long Beach road 
is under lease, with the Superior 
and Sentinel holding the bulk of 
the acreage. On the north side of 
the road the Shell Company has a 
large lease and the balance of the 
land is held in trust by a bank. 

In the immediate vicinity of the 
Standard’s Dominguez No. 1, and 
the two other outpoost producers 
there are now approximately thirty 
new rigs, counting the three new 
rigs being put in on the Standard's 
Interstate lease just south of the 
Domingtez well. These wells in 
most cases are @n the edges of big 
leases, and while fairly close in 
places, have enough acreage 
around.them to insure steady pro- 
duction. 

The mile of proven territory be- 
tween these wells and the Oakley 
well will provide locations for 
hundreds of rigs, properly spaced, 
and should turn hundreds of thou- 
sands of barrels of oil into the 
storage tanks. . 

When the fact is overlooked that 
in the closely drilled territory in 
North Lomita and South Torrance 
the wells are dropping from 1000 
to 80060. barrels, to 400, 308 and 200 
barrels, and a broad view is tak- 
en of the field, its huge size and 
possibilities can be appreciated. 
Even from a sand, the 
Torrance field should put out mi- 


ators say, and if deeper aa 
such as have beet encount 
the other big California fields are 
struck, the Torrance field will be 
listed among the mammoth pro- 
ducers of the country. 

Already its length is six lles 
and its width approximatel a 
mile and a half. The Wart of the 
structure appears to be fom a 
half to three-quarters of @ mile 
wide, varying at different points. 
Along this belt, running ‘virtually 
the full length of the structure, 
the settled production in the close- 
ly drilled areas will average across 
a period of a year from 200 to 350 
barrels per hole, and in the sec- 
tions more conservatively drilled 
from 300 to 600 barrels.

Cid Map Shows Cotumbus Believed 
He Had Found Coast of Asis 


The recent disclosure of the 
kong -tortzotten Contarini map of 
the world is a scientific event of 
an importance and interest which 
can scarcely be exaggerated. It is 
presumably the first map ever 
engraved and printed which pur- 

rted to show the discoveries of 

lumbus and as it was made only 
a few months after his death, we 
may accept it as a cartographica! 
record of the sum total of his the- 
Gries and reports concerning his 
exploits. The most striking fea- 
ture of it is that while it shows 
the vast continent of South Amer- 
ica, it indicates nothing of Central 
America, Mexico or North Amer- 
fea, but puts in their place the 
Atlantic Ocean stretching 
Unbroken to the shore of Asia; 
though at the extreme north of 
the Asian continent is extended 
eastward so as to include Green- 
land, Labrador and Newfoundland. 
“That, of course, was Columbus's 
conception of the plan of the 
world. 

A legend on the map designates 


the Province of Ciamba, in South 


ern China, as the land reached by 
Columbus—on his last voyage, 
when, in fact, he was on_the coast 
of Nicaragua and Costa Rica, but 
supposed timself to have reached 
the country of the Great Kahn. 
and where the natives’ tales of “a 
narrow place between two seas” 
a littie further south caused him 
to believe he was nearing the, Gold- 
en Chersonesus. Although Conta- 
Fini belonged to Florence and ven- 

„ and not to Genoa, he was ob- 
viously interested in Columbus 
more than in any other adventur- 
er, for he gives his explorations 
the greatest possible prominence 
on the map, to the excl n of 
al? others save to call South Amer- 
fea by the name which Cabral 
gave it, Terra Sunctae Crucis, and 
to denote Corte Real's discoveries 
as having been made by Portu- 
Guere voyagers. Of the discoveries 
of Ojeda and RBastidas, and above 
all, of Vespuccius, there is not the 
least hint. Emphatically. it is a 
Columbian map: presenting thus 
@& striking contrst to that of Ila- 
Comilus of only a year later, which 
Was just as emphatically a Ves- 

‘clan or American map. since 

ignored Columbus's ‘neories and 
ports and exploited those of Ves- 
Puccius. The map of Hacomilus

WOMEN PROGRESS 


Restrictions on Turk Freedom Are 
Disappearing 


The contrast between the status 
of these Moslem women and the 
position of women in Turkey prop- 
er grows steadily. In fact, the re- 
strictions surrounding Turkish 
women disappear more and more 
almost daily. Four years ago the 
Turkish woman shopper in Pera 
uged to throw her veil back while 
in the European quarter, but would 
draw it over her face immediately 
on crossing the bridge to Stam- 
boul. Today the hanoum of the 
upper class hardly wears the veil 
at all. It hangs down from the 
side of the charshaf in a knot, 
and figures merely as an orna- 
ment. 

A number of Moslem girls of the 
Turkish capital have become pupils 
of Robert College, the American 
school picturesquely situated on 
the hills of Bebek, by the Bos- 
porus. The number of Turkish 
women active in professions has 
greatly increased. During my re- 
cent visit to Constantinople I found 
that a young lady whom I had 
first met six years before had but 
two terms left to attain the degree 
of Doctor of Philosophy. with the 
ultimate aim of entering govern- 
ment service. The rare abilities 
of Halide Edib Hanoum, the well- 
known Turkish woman author. 
have been rewarded by her nomi- 
nation as minister of public in- 
struction in the Turkish cabinet at 
Angora. 

The last remnants of polygamy 
virtually disappeared with the 
ascent to the caliphate of his ma- 
jesty Abdul Medjid. He is the 
first ruler of the Osman dynasty 
who adheres to the western form 
of matrimony.—-I Edward J. Bink 
in Current History Magazine.

OLICEMEN HAVE TO SHOOT 


Local Department Has Range to Practice on But 
Needs Ammunition Now | 


“You simply ain't a copper if you can't shoot.” That, in the 
homely words of one Los Angeles policeman, is the proper ideal for the 


department. 
But if every roekie policeman 
believed it and acted accordingly, 
the question would be only half 
solved, for to learn to shoot a re- 
volver two things are necessary, 
rudimentary training and the am- 
munition to practice with. The 
Los Angeles police department 
lacks both, or rather the more im- 
portant, the ammunition. 


However, something is being done 
about it in a small way out in Hol- 
lywood, a small beginning from 
which something worth while may 
come for the whole department. 


The Hollywood division has a pistols 


range, and a movement is on foot 
by which the business men of the 
community will raise a fund fo: 
ammunition. The range already is 
being used as the means of the 
police officers and patrolmen per- 


IMPORTANT REFORM 

“I always have held,” Capt. 
Spellman of the Hollywood sub- 
division said yesterday, “that the 
most important reform for th 
police system here is in marksman- 
ship. The police in an emergency 
can't function if the department 
is only 5 or 10 per cent proficient 
in pistol work.” 

The trouble does not lie In a 
lack of will, for the interest in 
shooting is great in all subdivis- 
ions. Under the present conditions 
the policeman is compelled to buy 
his own revolver and supply his 
own ammuaition. Ammunition for 
the heavier caliber pistols costs 
around $2 for a box of fifty rounds. 
And, as the saying goes, to learn 
pistol shooting one must shoot « 


practicing. 

For this reason the efforts of 
the young policemen, and there 
are many new ones, to learn § to 
sheot are downright heroic, for 
just as often as they can they go 
out and shoot away a days pay. 
The police department needs no in- 
structors for many of ita member: 
are capable pistol marksmen, and 
no silver trophy cups are needed 
for there is plenty of that spirit 
represented by the dictum, “if you 
can’t shoot you simply ain't a cop- 


Some cities supply revolyers to 
their police and many cities have 
uniform ammunition, and supply lt 
in sufficient quanti prac- 
tice, and even then pistol pro- 
ficiency of police departments is 
not great because of the constant 
change of the men and relatively 
short tine allowed for practice. 

The importance of good a 
marksmanship of the police is 
many sided. The lHiceman often 
is called on to his life, and 
every year records inany casualties. 
He must face the most desperate 
men, many drug-crazed maniacs. 
and the policeman is not permitted 
to shoot unless he challenges, for 
then only when absolutely neces- 
sary. he has the worst ot 
at the best. Also, the policeman’s 
inaccuracy is a public danger, for

I sometimes wish that pictures 
in the sum of their plot and sit- 
vations were about half as good 
as the acting in the best scenes, 
Then, perhaps, instead of a pe- 
culiar tangle of motifs and pur- 
poses, we should, in such a fea- 
ture as “The Stranger have th.
